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SUPPLIES FOR NORTHERN 
MISSIONARIES 


Tororto Globe: A distressing accident 
has vefallen the missionaries laboring 
in the fer northeriy diccase of Macken- 
zie River. 

Tre supplies for these workers are 
purchased onc> a year and forwarded 
to the different stations threugh the 
BHudson’s Bay Company. These sup 
p.ics for the coming year had been pur- 
chased by the missionaries, and were 
being forwarded through the company 
when the late disastrous floods <iook 
place. The storehouses cf the Hud- 
fpor’s Stay Company eat Athabasca 
Landing were entirely ficoded, and 
rearly all the year’s supplies for the 
ynissionaries totally ruined. The mis- 
sionary workers themselves will have 
to bear the entire cast which thisdisas- 
ter has entailed, as the Hudson’s Bay 
Company were only acting as forward- 
ing agents and were not responsible 
for the goods. The Right Rev. Dr. 
Peeve, Bishop of Mackenzie River, hap- 
pened to arrive shortiy after the floods 
took place, and has had additiona! sup- 
plies of absolute necsssities, food and 
provisions, purchased for the different 
mission stations and forwarded, so that 
they might rect perish during next 
winter, but the money needed to pay 
for these provisions, will have, of Course 
to be supplied by friends of missions, 
as the workers themselves will now 
haye no means of providing for them. 

Acting on bekalf of his Lordship the 
Bishop of Mackenz‘e River, and this 
faithful band cf laborers, his commi's- 
sary, Rev. T. R. O'Meara, is making 
2n appeal fer contributions. The chief 
sufferers through this sad less are the 
Ven. Archdeacon McDonald; Mr. Har- 
disty, a native catechist; the Rev. J. 
R. Lucas, the Rev. A. J. Warwick 
ard the Rev. Thomas Marsh and his 
party at the Hay River Mission. The 
Bishop estimates that it will need ct 
feast $2,000 to pay for thes> additional 
nécessitfes of life which have been fcr- 
warded to the m‘ssionarles. Contribu- 
tions of money shcu'ld be forwarded to 
Mr. George Gresdale, Synod office, Win- 
nipeg, Man.

Expansion and Union 


The Presbyterian general assembly 
of Canada opened at St. John, N.P., 
on June Ist, when the retiring mo‘d- 


ereyur, Rey. Dr. Fletcher, preached 
from Philippians iii..13, the subject 
beinz “Advancing in Christ an Work.” 


He dwelt first on our thovghis, Paul’s 
purpese, Christ!ikeness. Secocnd, on 
the method of pursuing this by for- 
getiing the past and pressing ahead. 
Third, prayer essent'al to advanc2- 
ment; and fourth, let the church ad- 
vance. Dr. Fletcher said that God in 
His providence had greatly honored 
ihem as a church by givirg them a 
vest home mission field to care for 
and cultivaie No church of its size 
has such a vast home mission field. 
“We have a continent to supply with 
religious ordinances. Besides the work 
in the Maritime provinces, there is in 
connection with the western section 
of thes church 488 mission fields, with 


1,214 preaching stations. The vast 
mission fields of the church are to 
the west of Lake Superior. In this 
district we have 212 mission fields, 
with ®@84 stations. In 1881, the pop- 
ulation of Manitoba and the North- 
wet Territories was 87,775. In 1901 


jt was 413,837, and the immigration 
during the iast two years has far ex- 
ceeded that of any previous year, 
about 250,000 having come intag the 
country in that period, and nearly 
27,000 immigrants have arrived dur- 
ii.¢ the first four months of this 
year, Owing to the rapidly increas- 
ing population of the western part of 
the Dominion through immigratioa 
from mary lands, this home mission 
work wiil continue to grow and in- 
crease for ycars to come. 

The interest manifested in this work 
by our people is clearly shown in the 
large revenue. In the 
western section of the church for 
home mission and augmentation com- 
bined, less than $25,000 was contribut- 
ed the first year after the union; last 
sear it exceeded $140,000. There is 
every reason to believe the tide of 
revenue will yct rise as the demands 
for this work increase. Gratitude for 
auccess already achieved should stim- 
ulate our church to increased efforts 
in heme mission work, Whether the 
millisns yet to be in these vast west- 
ern regions shill be a God-fearing and 
law-abiding nation, leving righieous- 
ness und maintaining the principles of 
Christian civilization, or a mation that 
shall surrender itself to the forces 
that make for weakness, misery and 
decay, depends largely on the atti- 
tude of the Christian church towards 
this work. May the Lord awaken his 
people to an intelligent sense of their 
duty dod opportunity at this period 
of national expansion, and lead them 


to put forth their best efforts to give 
the gospel to the multitudes that 
come within our border from many 
lands. United action in this work 
is promised by the contemplated 
union’ of our church with the Metho- 
dist and Congregational. May thir 
union feeling grow and issue in good.”

The Carnage at Kin Chow 


The Times correspondent sends the 
following despatch from Wei Hai Wei: 
I have just returned from a cru‘se’on 
the Times steamer Haimun, off Kin 
Chow Pay, and have been able to glean 
some further particulars of the en- 
grossing operations on the Liao Tung 
peninsula. Eye witresses say thet on 
(midday of the 26th tne Kin Chow isth- 
mus presented an -unprecedented mii- 
tary spectacle, with - 40,000 Japanese 
troops massed behind the western spur 
cf Mount Sampson, and ynder such 
small cover as was efforded by the 
Suchiatun twin peaks) While within 
2,C00 yards of the Russian works there 
was 8s? little room to deploy for at- 
tack that battalions of Japanese infax- 
try Lad to stand waiting in the sea 
the whole time. It was a veritable in- 
ferno of all arms, and shells from the 
Russian Ddatteries ploughed into the 
serried masses around Kin CShow, the 
Japanese guns replying es battery af- 
ter battery came into ection’ from the 
Chilichwang and Keuchlayan  fiats, 
while a sustained ¢ire from the gun- 
boats kept the line of the Russian 
works fringed with ‘bursting project- 
lles. 

About midday, when the energy of 
the Russian defenders in the works in 
front c® Mauchiaying village seemed to 
be exheusted by the gunboat fire which 
kad driven The gunners from ther 
pieces, two Japanese battalions appear- 
ea over the saddle between the twin 
peaks. They were to make a desper- 
ate effort to carry .the rearest Rus- 
sian wots. At first the straggling 
wails of Mauchiaying gave them some 
cover, under which they had a mom- 
ent’s breathing spec>. Then the gail- 
ant little Infantrymen pressed on 2gain 
up the breast of the slopes of the 
Russian position. It was an impossible 
task, as the defenders were not yet 
sufficiently shaken. An avalanche cf 
concentrated fire from the infantry in 
the trenches, machine guns in the fius- 
sian works, and the qu'‘ck-firing field 
artillery supporting the defences, struck 
the Japanese. They melted away from 
the glacis Iike solder before a blow 
flame. A few who seemed to have 
charmed lives struggled on till they 
reacked the wire entanglements. It was 


a vain, if Rerofe, effort, for within 
fifteer minutes these two battalions 


had ceased to exist except as a ‘rail 
cof mutilated bodies at the foot of the 
Russian glac‘s. 

Sceing the failure of this attack, the 
gunboats and supporting artillery con- 
contrated thetr whole fire upon one 
coint, where Gencral Oku was deter- 
mined to drive home his wedge, and 
by evening the works were practicable 
for a General who had such infantry 
as the Japanese, and was prepared to 
take the responsibility for such fearful 
lossos. It would secm as if the actual 
carrying of the wcrks had deen anoth- 
er Alma. One work gave way after 
walting for She bayonet attack, and 
then the whole of the Russian works 
went over to the side of the Japanese, 
the Russians retiring before them. 

Refcrenc2 has been made to the min- 
ing ship Arthur. It was she who !al’ 
the mines that destroyed the battleship 
Batsuse. On the very morning of the 
Catastrophe the Japanese gunboat fio 
tilia cut her and her escort of torpedo 
boats off, and they made their way 
into Talienwan Bay. I can learn noth | 
ing of their fate here. If, as I sus- 
cect, they slipped back to Port Arthur, 
then we know that the channel re- 
miins open to ships of that draught. 

I have gathered the following inior- 
mation from refugees from Port Ar- 
thur: All available foodstuffs have 
been requisitioned by the military au- 
thorities. The native and civilian pop- 
uletion have to do the best with what 
comes by junk from China and what 
they themselves have secreted. It ig 
ostimated thet on half rations the gar- 
rison has five months’ foodstuffs. The 
refugees report that five damaged wzr- 
srips have been moarsd to the jettles, 
everything movable having been re- 
moved from them. General Stoessel re- 
tains a large number cf junks ‘n_ the 
roadstead. The object of this measure 
can only be conjectured.

183 of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, entitled “Meat on the | i 
tte Farm.” The many ilustrations en- |e 
able anyone to follow closely the -lirec- 
tions for Killing and Cucting up cat-! 
tle, sheep and swine. The general ad- 
V.c2 g-ven is worthy of close attention 
by all farmers who do rot depend on 
the butcher for their moat supply. 

The author of the bulletin points out 
that in the selection of an:mels for 
meat heaitn should be given first con- 
sideration. No matter how fet an an- 
imal may be or how yood its form, if 
it is not in perfect ‘health the besi. 
quality of meat cannot be obtained. If 
suffering trom fever, or any serious 
derangement cf the sysiem, the flesh 
wili not -pe wholesome food. Flesh of 
animals that have reesversi from the 
ravages CT disease before slaughter ‘s 
not Ukely to cure well and ‘s very dit- 
ficult to keep -*fter curing Pruis:s, 
broken limps, or Lks accidents all have 
the same effect on the meat as ii 
health, and, unless the animal can be 
killed and dressed immediately after 
suck accident [t is noti best to use the 
meat for food. A rise of two degrees 
or more in the an:mal’s temperature at 
or just previous to slaughiering :s al- 
most sure to result in stringy, gluey 
msat and to creat? a tendency to sour 
in curing.. 

First tiass meat @tannct be procured 
frcm animais that are poor in flesh. 
A reasonable amcunt of flesh must be 
present to give ju‘ciness and flavor to 
the flesh, and the fatter an animal fs, 
within reasonable limits, the better svill 
be the meat. The presence of large 
amounts of fat is not essential, how- 
ever, to wholesome ‘meat and it is far 
more important that an animal be in 
yood health then that it be extremely 
fat. It ts net. wise to k‘ll an animal 
that is Icsing flesh, as the muscle fib- 
res are shrinking in volume and con- 
tain correspondingly less water. As 4 
consequence the .meat is tougher and } 
dryer. When an animel is ga‘ning in 
flesh the opposite cond‘tion obtains and 
a better quality cf meat is the result. 
Also a better product will be obtained 
from: an animal in only medium flesh 
but gaining rapidly than from a very

NO FROST AT EDMONTON 


The probabilities received et the 
telegraph office here yesterday from 
the meteorological department began 
with the statement, “Frost occurred 
this morning in northern Alberta.” 

The question now is, Where did, this 
report criginaie ? There is.only one 
meteorolog:cat station in Northern 
Alberta sending daily reperts to the 
department, that at Edmonton. As 
published in yesterday's Bulletin, the 
minimum temperature recorded. at 
the station here from noon cn Tues- 
day until noon yeslerday. was 37 de- 
grees, or 5 degrees above froct. As 
the code provides for even numbers 
only, the report sent to the depart- 
ment yesterday for the minimum 
temperature was 35 degrees, or 4 de- 
grees above freezing. . Noting the 
probs’ issued by the department, Mr. 
H. S. Young, of the meteorological 
station here sent a _ special tele- 
rram ye-terday denyinz the reported 
frost and giving the correct figures 
recorded.

The deepest sceret of the marvelous

Two 
contrasted pictures reveal the atti- 
tude of the two peoples toward their 
country. The Japanese conscript 
hails his pink slip as a guerdon of 
honor and runs to lis station like a 
bridegroom to the altar. Russian 
conscripts refuse to move and have to 
he loaded in cars like logs. Japanese 
mothers kill themselves to remove 
the lezal exemption from service of 
dependent parents from their sons. 
Russian women throw themselves on 
the track before cars loaded with 
their men drawn for’ serviee to pre- 
vent their going to war’ and are 
enushed and mutilated when the train 
moves. 

All Japan from ‘ricksha bearer to 
daimio, is welded together in a fer- 
vent antl unreflecting loyalty to the 
sovereign and government that sinks 
the unity of individuals in the solid- 
arity of forty millions with one 
thought and capable of being trained 
for one act. The czar’s relatives plot 
against his throne, his subjects con- 
spire. against his life, his statesmen 
befeol him, his generals disobey him,
